“For  such  a choice  indicates  in 
two  ways  a grievous  lack  of  spir- 
ituality; First,  the  church  which 
makes  the  choice  declares  thereby 
that  it  has  no  belief  in  spiritual 
growth,  or  does  not  care  about  the 
spiritual  quality  of  the  teaching  it 
receives  from  the  pulpit ; aud,  seo- 
ond,  it  manifests  a heartless  indif- 
ference to  the  penalty  which  it 
imposes  on  the  preacher  who  has 
committed  the  crime  of  growing 
older  than  he  was  a few  years  ago. 

This  is  a most  sorious  presenta- 
tion of  the  truth  in  the  premises, 
and  the  evil  of  which  complaint  is 
made  calls  for  speedy  redress,  for 
if  this  evil  remains  the  time  will 
come  when,  as  Dr.  Cuylor  suggests, 
“no  ' man  of  sense  or  self-respect

Last  Thursday,  Hon.  A.  H.  Gar- 
land, formerly  Governor  and  Unit- 
ed States  Senator,  from  Arkansas, 
and  later,  Attorney  General  of  the 
United  States  during  Cleveland’s 
first  term,  fell  in  the  8upreme 
Court  room  at  Washington,  D.  C. 
at  12-16  o’clock,  and  expired  in  a 
few  minutes.

Dias  Sjstses — When  I was  in 
the  United  Slates  several  years 
ago,  some  of  you  became  interested 
in  the  education  and  training  of 
Chinese  Christian  women.  Since  I 
have  returned  to  the  work  I have 
had  some  substantial  proofs  of 
your  interest. 

Today  I so  enjoyed  my  hour 
with  my  class  of  women  that  I 
want  to  tell  you  about  it. 

I spend  one  hour  each  day  with 
this  class,  besides  a half-hour  at 
the  morning  prayer  service  which 
they,  the  girls  and  the  teachers,  all 
attend.  The  rest  ol  the  day  they 
are  under  the  instruction  of  Ch’an 
Zing,  to  whose  support  when  a 
school  girl,  several  of  yon  contrib- 
uted at  different  times. 

Today  there  were  fourteen  pres- 
ent.

Lam  was  absent,  as  she  has  just 
been  taken  on  as  a Bible  woman, 
and  is  only  here  for  a few  days, 
waiting  fo*  Miss  White  to  take  her 
to^one  of  the  country  stations, 
where  she  is  to  work.
